He indicated that the 
employee is a Finance clerk who has many 
many problems, most of them apparently at 
home. He said that he is at a loss to know 
how to help the young man but will follow 
the case closely. He also said that given the 
young man's statement he no doubt could have 
inferred from the supervisor that he would 
be finished in his present job if he looked 
elsewhere for an assignment.
